SIDE-STEPPING A PLAIN DUTY. 


Federal aid to good roads seems once more to have been side- 


end. It is, of course, possible that the senate will override the 
proposal. We hope such will be the case. 
us skeptical. 


providing: for an “investigation” of the advisability of federal aid. 
The average American will not see the need for any such investi- 
vation, but will see through the play for delay. The subject has been 
agitated for many years, and public sentiment long ago made up 
its mind that it wanted federal aid in highway.building and, sooner 
There is nothing new or startling 
jabout the proposal, and nothing that warrants a further postpone- 
ment of the execution of the nation’s will. 

In its way, the improvement of highways is every bit as impor- 
tant a public work as the improvement of waterways, which ts an 
established part of the federal program. .No one complains. about 
legitimate expenditures for river and harbor projects. But it 1s 
apparent at first glance that it is no legs imperative to the nation 
te improve the highways that feed these different waterways, not 
to mention the roads of that infinitely greater area that receive 
no direct benefit from either river or harbor improvements, but that 
contribute their part to the expense of each. 

How representatives and senators from the great inland dis- 
tricts with no waterways to deepen can conscientiously see 
millions going annually into these projects, and a few scant thou- 


ijsands into a federal good roads bureau, we do not understand. 


To the constituents of such congressmen, the improvement of 
the highway means every bit as much from the financial standpoint 
as does the improvement of the waterway to the territory imme- 
diately affected. And there are many more of the first class of con- 
| stituents than of the second. . The question is broader, even, than 
| 


that. For poor roads affect the cost of living and.the delayed devel- 
opment in which every American, wherever located, is interested. 

For every dollar put into waterways a dollar should be put into 
highways. 
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THE MUNICIPAL BUREAU CAN HELP. 


A step in the direction of putting Atlanta in line with other 
American cities of her size is the formation and financing by public- 
spirited subscription of a bureau of municipal research. As outlined 
by Frederic J. Paxon at a recent chamber of commerce dinner, the 
work of the bureau will be of purely suggestive nature. It will not 
trench upon the functions of officials, nor will it proceed about “in- 
vestigations” in an officious or sensational manner. Following the 
methods of the New York bureau, its labors will be entirely con- 
structive and extra-official. The New York institution, operated at 
private expense for but a few years, has already saved the city much 
money in larger assessments and more smoothly operating admin- 
istrative machinery. 

“There is room and a welcome in Atlanta for a civic enterprise 
of this nature. As emphasized last Sunday by The Constitution, the 
municipal policy of Atlanta needs remodeling and broadening and 
standardizing in almost every direction. 

Gradually the dimensions and, therefore, the responsibilities of 
metropolitanism have almost imperceptibly crept upon us, and found 
us still pursuing plans that in many ways recall village procedure. 
Permanent street policies and building line programs both are 
needed. We need to practice everywhere the wise economy of build- 
ing for tomorrow as well as for today, and it is evidence that not 
until lately has realization of that necessity been borne in upon us. 

The regrading of streets and the establishment of permanent 
building lines offer perhaps the most urgent tasks. We are already 
fairly well started upon a systematic program of health conservation, 
though even here much 1s to be learned in that direction. We should 
likewise rid ourselves of the temptation to use “shoddy” material in 
any channel of public constfuction. That practice has already cost 
the city enough in money and inconvenience. 

[In all of these activities, a bureau of municipal research can be 
of material benefit. It can help also in the important task of guard- 
ing against leaks and lost motion in-city administration. In a way, 
an institution of this nature can be called a “‘people’s lobby.” It will 
grow in energy with the growth of the city, keeping an ever-zealous 
eye upon the needs of the future as well as of the present, but in 
no respect making its presence felt in a meddlesome or offensive 
fashion.

Washington, July 28.—American rall- 
ways oarried more passengers during 
the fiscal year ended June 380, 1911, 
than in any single previous year, but 
considerably less freight than was 
carried: during the previous year. 

These facts are given in a prelimi- 
nary abstract of the twenty-fourth 
annual statistical report of the inter- 
state commerce commission, made pubd- 
lic yesterday. The number of passen- 
@ers carried was 997,409,882, an in-

The average receipts per passenger 
each mile traveled was a trifle over 
1.9 ‘cents, The number of tons of 
freight handled was 1,781,647,954.4 de- 
crease from the previous year of 68.- 
262,147 tons.

During the year 246,124.4 miles of 
track were operated, the total mile- 
ase being 362,710.18 miles.

At the beginning of last season Billy

A. N., Germania, Miss.—I have about

do not look well. They are free from 
lice. I have an arsenical dip for them, 
but it does their skin and hair little, if 
any, good. Can you suggest something 
I can put in this dip that will serve 
the purpose? Do not care to draw off 
the water in dip if same can be avoid- 
ed. It requires considerable tréuble 
to fill dip with soft water—about 700 
gallons. 

Answer—Not knowing in what re- 
spect the hair ana skin of your hogs is 
affected, I am not prepared to advise 
what to put into the “dip.” It does
